The Limitations of Treat-

In 1929 potato growers were 
disuppornted with the amount 
of common scab and the loss in 
yield from under-sized and m1s- 
shapen tubers caused by rhizvc- 
tonin, and naturally are at a 
loss to understand why this 
should be after careful treat- 
iment of the tubers, or planting 
on land not used for potatoes

A heading in a business magazine reads: 


“There's Gold In the Golden 
Rule,” and the accompanying article proves it. There is no doubt that fol- | 
lowing the Golden Rule, in business as well as out of it, in the long run | 
will be more profitable than otherwise, and by this we mean materially | 
profitable. There is a principle recognized by modern business that the 
business man, to be permanently successful, must contribute to the profit 
and welfare of those who deal with him, those from whom he buys as well | 
as those to whom he sells. And in a measure, this is recognition of the 
Golden Rule. 

But here comes the ‘rub, Is the Golden Rule observed, even to such a 
limited extent, for itself or for the “gold” which may be mined from it. Is it 
observed because it is the right thing to do or because it is is the more 
expedient, the more profitable thing? Are we to “do unto others’’ from pure | 
delight in the doing, or because we wish to have them do the same to us? 
The real beauty, and force, and advantage of the Golden Rule lie in our 
attitude toward it. Its efficacy is in itself and in what prompts us to prac- 
tice it. 

Just to follow the Golden Rule because there is “gold in it," would be | 
much the same as being honest because it is the “best policy.’’ Neither im- 
pulse would rate high among the things considered admirable. To follow the 
Golden Rule because it charts the inherently right course in our dealings 
with our fellows and because we wish to be and to de right, is in the highest 
degree commendable. But to follow it merely or chiefly because ‘there's 
gold in it” is—well, not something we would care to boast about. The great- 
est profit which comes from living the Golden Rule cannot be set down In 
dollars and cents. 

Throughout Western Canada our people have very largely accepted and 
adopted the principle of co-operation in connection with their economic 
relations and business, Unfortunately, it is not quite so generally accepted 
end acted upon in other community relationships. The question, therefore, 
naturally arises: Has this acceptance of one of the principles found in the 
Golden Rule resulted from a belief that “there's gold in it,” rather than 
from a conviction that co-operation is indeed the better way for all con- 
cerned? Have we established, and are we maintaining, our great co-opera- 
tive enterprises solely on a dollar and cents basis, or are a majority of our 
striving to, in this way, make some contribution to the 


sople earnestly 
uM velf are of others? 

Many fine and lofty sentiments,—the sentiments of the Golden Rule,- 
have been uttered by advocates of co-operation, and we are convinced that 
scores of men and women have joined co-operative organizations, not be- 
cause they felt that they themselves would reap any particular benefits, but 
because they felt such organizations would be the means of benefiting others 
and the country as a whole, They are practising the Golden Rule because 
they believe it to be right, not because there may be some “gold” in it for 
them. 

And if co-operation is to live and continue as a vital force in the life 
and activities of this country, if it is to grow and develop as a great com- 
pelling influence and force, not only in an economic sense but in all our 
community life, it must be through a general acceptance of the view, and 
its practice in everyday life, that selfishness is wrong and unselfishness is 
right; that the welfare and happiness of others is our concern as well as 
theirs; that the Golden Rule is to be practised not because there is “gold” 
in it for us, but because it is the only correct rule by which to measure 
our lives and acts; that we must be honest with each other, not because it | 
is ‘the best policy’ but because it is right. If we expect others to accord | 
honesty to us in our convictions, we must likewise recognize and believe in 
the honesty of convictions entertained by others. | 

True co-operation is founded on the Golden Rule. It is its underlying | 
principle. It is the only foundation upon which our great co-operative 
organizations can safely build, not because there is “gold” in it for anybody, 
but because it is the only safe rule for human conduct and intercourse.

{ Town Planning Advantage Shown | 


An Attractive Community Depends 
Greatly Upon the Appearance 
Of Its Streets 


The following advantages that ac- 
crue from a systematic effort at town 
| Planning aré given by Mr. Stewart 
Young, of the Town Planning De- 
partment of the Saskatchewan Gov- 
ernment: 

The general appearance of any 
community is most important, and if 
ways and means by which more 
agreeable surroundings can be pro- 
duced are analyzed, it will be found 
jthat an attractive community de- 


of its streets, 

The appearance of a_ business 
street may be marred by the use of 
the sidewalks for storage or adver- 
| tising purposes. Curb gasoline pumps 
| do not add to the appearance of any 
| Street and should be _ prohibited. 
Electric light and telephone wires, 
when placed on a street tend to give 
it a ragged appearance. They should | 
be placed underground in conduits or | 
on lanes. 

The appearance of the residential 
| Streets of any community reflects the 
mental attitude of the citizens. Every 
community should have a_ definite 
policy in respect of tree planting on | 
residential streets. The boulevard 
system should be used. 

Usually a sidewalk four and a half 


about two feet from the street line 
with a graded roadway about twenty- | 
|four feet in width is sufficient to 
accommodate all traffic on residential | 
| streets. The intervening space be- | 
tween the sidewalk and the vehic- 
ular traffic way should be planted 
with trees spaced about twenty feet 
apart, and alternated slow and fast 
growing. 

Several advantages are to be gain- 
ed by this method of planting. Fast 
growing trees mature in a period of 
from twenty to twenty-five years, at 
the end of which time the slow grow- | 


ing tree has reached a stage where | 
it becomes useful.

Great Britain Refuses To 


Enter Military Security 
Pact With France 


London, England.—Great Britain 
refuses to enter a military security 
pact with France as the price of 
reduction of French naval demands. 

This attitude, which may dash 
hopes of a five-power agreement, was 


made absolutely clear recently by a} 


British spokesman after Premier J. 
Ramsay MacDonald had conferred 
with Foreign Minister Dino Grandi, 
of Italy. 


The spokesman added, however, 
that negotiations seeking a formula 
satisfactory to both France and 
Britain were continuing. 


England, the spokesman said, is 
anxious and willing to go the limit 


for peace and for improvement of | 


the machinery for keeping peace and 
giving security against war. 

“But any further military com- 
mitments are aboslutely impossible,” 
he declared. ‘They would be tanta- 
mount to tying ourselves down to 
engage in military operations with- 
out being able to control the situa- 
tion from which they arose. No 
British government could undertake 
such commitments, which are con- 
trary to the feeling of the whole 
British people.” 

Previously, the Italian delegation 
issued the following communique: 


“Signor Grandi, accompanied by | 
| Washington, D.C. — The National | 


Signor Rosso, had lunch with Prime 
Minister MacDonald at Chequers. 
Before lunch, in conversation last- 
ing more than an hour, MacDonald 
and Grandi discounted the present 
state of the work of -the conference. 
Grandi again took the opportunity 
to state Italy’s viewpoint on the 
problem of disarmament. The posi- 
tion of Great Britain and Italy also 


was examined regarding the ques- 


tions of interpretation of article 16 
of the League of Nations covenant.” 
The final statement of the com- 


mnique was regarded as significant. | 


France in seeking a British security 
pledge, had sought to make man- 
datory the provisions of article 16 
relating to action to be taken against 


an aggressor, whereas England for | 
years has interpreted the provisions | 


as optional. The mere fact that the 
article was discussed today might 
indicate that its re-interpretation 
has not been dropped as a means of 
salving the present conference dead- 
lock. 

Italy's interest in the proposal was 
held natural, in view of her position 
in the Mediterranean, a_ possible 
future trouble scene. 

The French expressed pessimism 
when they learned of the British 
statement. The whole attention of 
British diplomats will be  concen- 
trated on Mediterranean problems 
this week. A new Anglo-Egyptian 
treaty and settlement of Palestine’s 
political future also will be discussed 
at another conference.

Marconi Spoke From Genoa, Italy, 
To Sydney, Australia 


Genoa, Italy.—Short radio waves | 


cutting across the Atlantic, America 
and the Pacific carried the voice of 
Marquis Gugleilmo Marconi, inventor 
of wireless, from his yacht Electra 
here, to Sydney, Australia, to open 
the electrical exposition there. 
Marconi spoke across 11,000 miles 
to Director J, Fisk, of the electrical 
association, reading a message 
which outlined what he intended do- 
ing later in the day—transmitting a 
small unit of power to Sydney in or- 


der to close a circuit there and light | 


the electric lamps of the exposition.

Numerous From 


Geographical features named after 
Indian chiefs are numerous in Canada. 
It 1s exactly 100 years since the first 
appearance on a map of the name 
Petawawa. According to the records 
of the Georgraphic Board of Canada, 
Petawawa River occurs on & map 
made in 1829 by Colonel John By, 
who built the Rideau Canal. 

The name is now applied to the! 
military camp on the Petawawa 
River in Renfrew County, Ontario. 
The Indian chief, Petawawa, is said 
to have hunted in the region and | 
the meaning of the name is “the 
sound is coming” or “approaching 
sound.” 

In some cases an Indian has been 
commemorated by a name given 
him by the whites There are sev- | 
cral examples of this nature in New 
Brunswick, where Barnaby River, 
Bartibog River, Cain River, and 
Taxis River bear the names of In- 
dian chiefs who once lived on these 
streams. 

In Quebec the 
cona recalls the 
who was taken to France by Jac- 
ques Cartier, in 1536, and died there. 
In Manitoba, Peguis post office 
takes its name from a Saulteaux | 
chief who, in 1835, was granted an 
amnuity of $25 by the Hudson's Bay | 
Company. He was a friend of the | 
colonists of the Red River Settle- | 
ment (Winnipeg), and well disposed 
towards the whites. 

In Saskatchewan, Cutknife Hil, | 
according to tradition, commer:na- , 
orates a Sarcee who was killed on it 
in battle with Crees. In Alberta 
Crowfoot Village, Mekasto railway 
station, and Chiniki Lake, are a trib- 
ute to the worth of Indian chiefs 
who on the coming of white men 
ceded their title to vast acres and 
forsook tribal warfare. Crowfoot, 
head chief of the Blackfeet, was a 
keen business m:n, not a warrior, 
who kept his tribe at peace with 
the whites. Mekasto, or Red Crow, | 
head chief of the Southern Bloods, 
was loyal throughout the 1885 re- 
bellion Ohiniki was a Stoney Indian 
chief. 

Kanaskis pass, in the Rockies, 
commemorates an Indian who made} 
a wonderful recovery from the 
blow of an axe. Pouce-Coupe River, 
in Alberta and British Columbia 
bears the name of a Beaver Indian 
chief who settled on the river with 
500 followers. 

The mame is French for ‘cut 
thumb.” In British Columbia, Kin- 
basket Lake, an expansion of the 
Columbia River, was so named in 
1866 by Walter Moberly, C.E., af- 
ter a Shuswap Indian chief who was 
of service to him on an exploratory 
trip. Nicola Lake commemorates 
an Indian chief whose other name, 
Nwistermeekin, meaning “walking 
grizzly bear,” well describes his 
character.

Garnet Wheat In Quebec 


Excellent Quality Of Wheat Grown 
In the Abitibi District 

Samples of Garnet wheat grown 
as an experiment in the Abitibi dis- 
trict of Northern Quebec. by the set- 
tlers there, have reached the Coboniz- 
ation Department of the Canadian 
National Railways. They are excel- 
lent in quality and size of kernel, and 
apparently demonstrate the adapta- 
bility of this variety of wheat for the 
| northern districts of Quebec and On- 
| tario. The experiments in Garnet 
| wheat were carried on last season by 
105 farmers in the Abitibi district, 
; and these faramers produced alto- 
gether about 6,000 bushels of the | 
wheat, the yields avéraging between 
25 and 30 bushels per acre.

Hard Legal Problem 


English Magistrates Puzzled Over 
Definition Of “Farmer” 


What is a farmer? 

Hundreds of people who gain their 
livelihood from their own land in 
the counties of England are affected 
by that legal question. 

Large sums of money, too, are in- 
volved, for dependent on the answer 
to the problem is the amount of 
rates which may, or may not, have 
to be paid by the men and women 
who consider themselves “farmers” 
in the legal sense. 

Is, for example, a bee-keeper & 
farmer? Can a keeper of chickens 
be called a farmer? 

One side of the difficulty has been 
settled by the Oxfordshire Quarter 
Sessions in considering a rating Ap- 
peal—the first case of its kind. The 
magistrates at the Oxford County 
Hall decided that a bee-keeper was 
& farmer, and, as such was entitled 
to have his home rated as a “farm- 
house.” 

Christopher Bartlett, of Sandford 
Mount, Charlbury, appealed to the 
quarter sessions against the assess- 
ment of his house, because he was a 
bee-keeper. His house had been as- 
sessed at £100, whereas he maintain- 
ed that as a farmhouse the assess- 
ment should not be more than £40. 

“He is the largest bee-farmer in 
England,” said E. Gorst, counsel for 
Mr. Bartlett. “His home has becn 
assessed as a country house, where- 
as it is used by a man who is work- 
ing an agricultural holding and is 
therefore a farmhouse in fact.” 

Dr. Earengey, counsel for the rat- 
ing authority, and one of the fore- 


| most barristers on the Oxford cir- 


cuit, submitted that bee-keeping was 


| not farming. R. T. Barrie, the rating 


officer for the Chipping Norton Coun- 
cil, gave evidence that, in his opin- 
ion, £100 was the fair and proper 
assessment for Sandford Mount. 

Eventually the magistrates uphe!d 
the appeal of Mr. Bartlett, and fixed 
the assessment of his home at £60-— 
a reduction of £40 from the former 
rateable value.

.Gold from the south washes over 
the international boundary in great 
waves as soon as the tourist season 
begins. The year 1929, for which fig- 
ures were just made public, was the 
best on record. Practically 300 mil- 
lions were spent in Canada last year 
by tourists. 

Canadian tourists in other coun- 
tries, mainly the United States, were 
also generous with their cash, keep- 
ing in mind the Dominion’s small 
population. One hundred and eleven 
millions were spent by Canadians in 
other countries, according to bureau 
of statistics’ estimates. 

The balance of tourist business in 
Canada’s favor, amounting to some 
189 millions, was twice as great as 
the adverse trade balance (visible 
balance) for 1929. 

The expenditure grows by leaps 
and bounds. Automobile tourists 
from the United States spent $25,- 
000,000 more last year than in 1923, 
and steamer and train tourists an- 
other $8,000,000 more. 

When tourists’ expenditures are 
added to “visible” trade figures with 
the United States, expenditures here 
to exports, and Canadian expendi- 
ture there to imports, the present 
difference of $350,000,000 in favor of 
the United States is cut in half. 

Less than a decade ago (1920) the 
expenditures of tourists in Canada 
was calculated at $83,000,000. 


Oldest Trainman 


Canada’s Oldest Trainman Celebrates 
Birthday at Truro, N.S. 

Claiming to be Canada’s oldest 
trainman, Robert Williams, of Truro, 
N.S., rounded out the ninety-one 
mark on March 1st. He was born at 
West River, Antigonish County, 
Nova Scotia, March 1, 1839, and 
when seventeen years old got a job 
on the construction of the Nova 
Scotia Railway. Feeling the call of 
the sea, he joined a sailing vessel 
and rounded ‘The Horn.” On a trip 
from Liverpool, England, with troops 
for a far-off station, his ship was 
wrecked while rounding ‘The Horn,” 
and he was among the 49 saved. 
Once he fell forty feet from the rig- 
gin and broke an arm and also in- 
jured an eye. In the early seventies, 
he decided to give up the sea, and, 
in 1874, joined the service of the In- 
tercolonial Railway, now part of the 
Canadian National Railways System, 
and retired on pension in 1910, at the 
age of Prvshtys -one,

Entomologists Have Proved This 

After Three Years’ Experiment 

That everything from Russia is 
not dangerous was established with 
the announcement that Russian bees 
do not sting.

The bees from Russia produce us 
much honey as Italian bees, but 
swarm less frequently, it was said.

Interesting Facts In Connection With 
QWarly History Of fhe West 

Few people can resist the fascina- 
tion of a modern map with its impli- 
cation of travel and appeal to the 
imag:nation. 

Particularly fascinating are the 
maps of Western Canada where 
changes are swift and continuous. A 
case in point is the Humboldt Sheet 
of the Sectional Map of Canada, em- 
bracing 4,300 square miles of central 
Saskatchewan between townships 33 
and 40, ranges 15 to 29, west of the 
second meridian, of which the 7th 
edition sonce 1902 is now off the 
press of the Topographical Survey, 
Department of the Interior. 

In very early days in the West, 
people travelled almost wholly by 
water. As the Humboldt area lies 
nearly forty miles from any water 
route it remained an unknown land 
except for occasional winter travel- 
lers until the construction in the ’80's 
of the main line of the C.P.R. to the 
south, when Humboldt telegraph sta- 
tion became the half-way point on 
the stage route between Qu’Appelle 
and Prince Albert. 

On his way north to survey a por- 
tion of the Arctic coast, in Decem- 
ber, 1836, Thomas Simpson travelled 
diagonally across this area. His ap- 
proximate course across the country 
is indicated by the line of the Cana- 
dian National Railway northwesterly. 
Taking observations by the way, as 
did most of those early explorers who 
had a working knowledge of survey- 
ing. Simpson appropriated the car- 
riole intended for him for the car- 
riage of his books and instruments, 
travelling himself all the way to 
Athabaska on foot. 

Quill lakes, on the southeast cor- 
ner, 1703 feet above sea level, he re- 
fers to as “Lac aux Plumes’ and in- 
forms us that they derived their 
name from the multitude of wild 
fowl that moulted there every sum- 
mer. The portions of these lakes fall- 
ing within the mapped area cover 
seven townships and have been re- 
served for a Bird Sanctuary, togeth- 
er with Lenore lake at the north cen- 
tre of the sheet, while Ponass lake 
on the eastern boundary has _ been 


created “Public Shooting Grounds 
Reserve.” 
Simpson described his route 


across the eastern half of the tract 
as being from one deeply curved 
woods to another, “as if traversing 
successive bays of the sea to which 
these great plains that reach to the 
Rocky Mountains may well be liken- 
ed.” In spite of the fact that the dis- 
trict is well settled, some of this for- 
est cover still remains and the woods, 
tinted in green on the map, appear 
much as they did 94 years ago. 
Christmas Day, 1836, he travelled 31 


miles, passing over or near what are | 


now the villages of St. 
Muenster, and Carmel, and the town 
of Humboldt. Northeast of Hum- 
boldt, from the summit of Mount Car- 
mel, he and his guides obtained a 
view of a boundless prospect of the 
plains to the south with belts of 
woods to the north. West he saw a 
“seemingly endless tract of open un- 
derwood varied by gentle swelling 
eminences, thickets and hillocks, in- 
terchangeably with still further more 
open country varied by coteaus or 
bare ridges and here and there in 
the hollows large ponds.” 

This might be a terse description 
of the terrain as it now looks except 
that, where not a building or farm- 
stead stood at that time, and few 
even sixty years afterwards, now- 
adays the expanse is dotted with the 
homes of settlers who have gone into 
the tract since 1902, 

Some years after Simpson, in the 
midsummer of 1872, the Sandford 
Fleming expedition passed across the 
tract on their way to examine the 
Yellowhead Pass for the C.P.R. and 
to report on the intervening and ex- 
tending countries. Climbing the same 
hill from which Simpson obtained a 
view in 1836, the secretary of the 
expedition commented rapturously on

Captains and policemen were | 
elected to preserve order, outposts | 
set, laws made for the hunt and 
strictly enforced by fines or the de- 
struction of the clothes and accoutre- | 
ments of the offender, or by expul- | 
sion from the brigade. A hunt over | 
this very country has been vividly | 
cescribed as like the assault of light 
cavalry on an innumerable foe, the 
dark moving sea of numberless buf- 
falo. Even a few years ago there 
were traces of the buffalo brigade 
camps where the women and children 
prepared the dried meat and pemmi- 
can and dressed the hides after a 
slaughter which did not cease until 
all the carts were will filled, when 
the little army returned home. Curi- | 
ously enough many of the railways 
have been built along the travellers’ 
routes of early days. These in turn 
followed roughly the buffalo trails | 
which were never far from water and | 
thus tended to seek the lowest level. | 


By 1879 another traveller describes | 
meeting train after train of Red Riv- | 
| er carts with freight going westward | 
| heavily laden with supplies for the | 
new settlements in the Prince Al- | 

| 


| bert, Battleford and Edmonton dis- | 
tricts, or returning empty to Winni- 
| peg. Each day, places that had been 
the camping grounds of others were | 
| passed, the square of soil dug by the 
careful freighters that formed a fire- | 
place, the ridge poles left lying on 
the ground, the ashes of campfires 
and little enclosures ten feet square 
where smudges had been made 
against the assaults of the ubiquitous , 
mosquito. Incidentally he mentions 
that the telegraph line having been 
down for two weeks, he was unable 
to send a telegram from Humboldt. 
About this time a surveyor paid sev- | 
en dollars for a telegram whick took i 
a month to reach its destination. |

Turkey Approval and Banding Cam- 
paign In Saskatchewan

keys were approved and _ banded.

Products 
Mr. Douglas S. Cole, Canadian 
Government Trade Commissioner sta- 
tioned at Bristol, has evidently left 
no stone unturned to make the spe- 
cial “Week” planned to give the 
housewives of Bristol an opportunity 
of becoming more familiar with 
Canadian food products, a success. 
This special ‘Week’ terminated on 
Saturday last, and, according to the 
“Evening World,” it was successfully 
inaugurated by the Lord Mayor of 
Bristol, who, together with other 
civic officials, members of the Press 
and the Bristol Provision Trades As- 
sociation, were guests of the Cana- 
dian Government at luncheon at the 

Grand Hotel. 

Early in the week, Hon. Mr. 
Buckle, Minister of Agriculture for 
Saskatchewan, wired as follows to 
Mr. Cole: 

“In Saskatchewan we are greatly 
interested in your efforts to increase 
the sale of Canadian farm products 
in the West of England, and express 
our appreciation. In the forward de- 
velopment of our agricultural policy 
recognition is given to the fact that 
high class products as well as vol- 
ume are demanded in the markets 
of the British Isles, and it is our am- 
bition to meet such requirements. 
Reciprocal trade within the Empire 
is a most worthy objective and we 
trust Canada Week in Bristol will be 
highly successful for all concerned.” 

To which Mr. Cole replied: 

“Many thanks for cabled good 
wishes. Over 400 Bristol stores will 
be stocking, displaying and selling 
Canadian food products during com- 
ing Canada Weck. Every co-opera- 
tion received from Lord Mayor of 
Bristol, wholesale and retail trade 
associations and other bodies.” 

The Bristol Times and Mirror has 
the following to say: 

“It seems that Canadians, with two 
or three hundred years’ experience of 
bottling food, have found tens of 
thousands of people in this country 
willing to buy their goods if they

BRIEFLY TOLD 


Prof. Joseph Coke, of the Ontario

Saskatchewan Will 
Fight Cancer Scourge 


Legislation Provides For Commission 
To Administer Act and For 
Diagnostic Clinics 

Saskatchewan, first of Canadian 
provinces, has made preparations to 
tackle the growing menace of cancer 
as a public health problem. 

The necessary machinery is provid- 
ed in a Bill to establish a permanent 
Cancer Commission in the province, 
which has just been passed by the 
Saskatchewan Legislature. In this ad- 
vanced legislation, Hon. F. D. Mun- 
roe, M.D., Minister of Public Health, 
in the Co-operative Government, has 
enhanced the already high prestige 
of Saskatchewan in matters pertain- 
ing to the public health. Incidentally, 
too, he has, thus early in his minis- 
terial career, ensured himself of a 
permanent niche in Canada’s hall of 
medical fame. ; 

In piloting his first major legis- 
ation through the House, Hon. Mr. 
Munroe emphasized the necessity of 
co-ordinating efforts and providing 
the means to combat the scourge. 
Backing his arguments with a wealth 
of statistical information, the minis- 
ter emphasized the fact that a com- 
prehensive anti-cancer programme 
must provide three main features: 
The education of the public, facilities 
for diagnosis and the means for 
treatment. All three factors are pro- 
vided for in the new Act. 

Stressing the importance of the 
educational factor, Hon. Dr. Munroe 
declared that “the one great handi- 
cap under which all physicians labor 
at the present time is the delay on 
the part of the patient in consulting 

ed) diagnosis and _ treat- 
ment were essential requirements of 
a successful campaign, he added. 

Provision is made in the Act for 

the establishment of consultative 


diagnostic clinics in the province 
wherein facilities will be provided 
for early diagnosis of the disease. 


Theh, in order to overcome the pro- 
hibitive cost of radium required for 
treatment, statistics relative to the 


efficacy of which were cited, the Act | 
provides for the purchase of a quan- | 


tity of radium by the Government. 

In discussing this phase of the 
matter, Dr. Munroe stated that “ra- 
dium is used in the treatment of can- 
cer in two ways. In the great major- 
ity of cases the radium salt is used 
in various types and forms of con- 
tainers and needles, but there is also 
a field for its use in the form of gas. 
The gas is collected from a quantity 
of the radium salt in solution, into 
very minute tubes of gold, called 
‘seeds.’ A somewhat elaborate appar- 
atus is required to generate and puri- 
fy this gas and, as well, to collect it 
and regulate the dosage in each seed. 

The minister then stated that it 
was proposed to establish an emana- 
tion plant of this nature at the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan, whenever 
there was assurance of a sufficient 
demand for the gold seeds to keep the 
plant in operation. Dr. Munroe stat- 
ed, in this connection, that medical 
men in neighboring provinces and in 
Alberta already had informed him 
they would welcome the opportunity 
of procuring these seeds. The Act 
also makes provision for the regula- 
tion of the sale of radium emana- 
tions and derivatives. 

Operation of the Act will be as- 
signed to a permanent Cancer Com- 
mission, 

One and one-half grammes of ra- 
dium will be procured, according to 
present intentions, at a cost of $105,- 
060 to $115,000. It is not, however, 
the intention that the diagnosis and 
treatment of cancer will be a free ser- 
vice, but definite assurance was 
given by the Minister that the charg- 
es would be reasonable and that pro- 
vision would be made so that “every- 
one may receive the necessary service 
able to:pay for it or not.”

Complete revision of the fishery 
regulations for British Columbia has 
been adopted by an order in council 
of the Dominion Government, and a 
number of important changes in the 
regulations have thereby been made, 
says a statement issued by the fish- 
eries branch.

Many Simple Forms Of Waste Could 
Be Stopped 

How much water is wasted by a 
dripping tap? An answer was pro- 
vided when New York decided to 
levy a fine of two dollars for every 
tap found leaking. In two years 
40,000 million gallons of water were 
saved. It seems absurd to worry 
about the amount of steam wasted | 
when a locomotive blows a whistle. 
But Dr. Foley of Indiana University, | 
has calculated that 2,434,026 tons of | 
coal are consumed annually in gener- 
ating steam to blow United States 
locomotive whistles, and that if the | 
whistles were moved slightly _for- 
ward and adapted to a single high- 
pitched note, more than a million 
pounds a year could be saved. But 
this loss is small compared with that | 
involved in throwing into the dust-,| 
bin cinders that would still give a lot | 
of heat. It is estimated that a third 
of the cinders thrown away retain | 
from fifty to seventy per cent. of, 
their heating value.

Chinese Have Many Gods 


But None Of Them Are Worshipped 
As a Supreme Creator 

Chinese people worship so many 
gods that it has taken Newton 
Hayes, noted theologist, many 
years to count them. As a matter 
of fact, he never actually completed 
the job. 

In a recent survey of Chinese 
religions, published after ten years 
of study, Mr. Hayes quotes contem- 
poraries who state that the Indian 
divinities total 33,339, while the 
Greeks of ancient times had 30,000. 
The Chinese, he asserts, can exceed 
even these figures. 

Besides thousands of idols, Mr. 
Hayes has found that the Chinese 
worship horses, cows, snakes, 
whiie even some insects which 
feed on the human body have su- 
pernatural powers accorded to 
them by human beings living in 
Cathay. 

Mr. Hayes has also found that one 
can search in vain for a supreme 
creator and ruler of the universe. All 
other nations have a supreme deity. 
he points out, but China has none 
that occupies exactly the same place 
in her category of gods. 

“Ten years’ study of the gods of 
the Chinese leads us to feel that it 
is safe to say that there are prob- 
ably even more recognized deities in 
the Chinese pantheon than in those 
of any other race,” he declares. 

“There are more images in this 
country than are found in_ the 
temples and homes of any other 
land. Indeed, the number of gods 
is so great that De Groot not only 
characterizes it as ‘infinite’ but al- 
most in desperation resorts to 
hyperbole, declaring that in the 


creation of new gods for their “un- | 


limited polytheism,” the Chinese are 
bounded by nothing but the circum- 
stances that even the human art of 
inventing gods has its limits. 

“There are gods of the mountains, 
rivers, seas and cities; gods of the 


| living and gods of the spirit world. 
| There are gods both good and bad, 
| powerful and 


weak, handsome and 
ugly, kindly and cruel. There is a 
god to control nearly every phase of 
life. There are deities of the elements,

constellations, 

“There are gods of war, liter- 
ature, wealth, mercy, medicine, and 
disease; gods of the home, gods of 
the farm and even gods of individual 
streets and bridges. There are gods, 
too, for every important trade.”

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A Fitting Tribute 


Dr. Robertson Was a Man Great In, 
Ideals and Great In Capacity 
For Service 
A book, rather than an article so 
necessarily limted as a newspaper 
editorial, would be more in keeping 
in the matter of tribute to his career 
with the life and works of Dr. James 
W. Robertson, whom death has just 
claimed at the age of 73 years. Here 
assuredly was a great man, &@ man 
great in ideals and great in capacity 

for service. 

Dr. Robertson will be gratefully 
remembered by Canada and her peo- 
ple for a host of outstanding achieve- 
ments, and which had their begin- 
ning only a few years after he ar- 
rived in the Dominion from his na- 
tive Ayrshire, at the age of 18. As an 
interviewer has said of him, he was 
general consulting counsel for all 
Canada on matters of organization 
| and social progress. His service to 
Canada began when he engaged with 
|the operator of a Western Ontario 


at a wage of $13 a month. A few 
years later he was _ professor of 
| dairying at the provincial agricultur- 
al college at Guelph. After that he 
was Dairy Commissioner of Canada, 
and attached to the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Farm, at Ottawa. Then 
came a period as principal of Mac- 
Donald College, at St. Anne de 
Bellevue, Quebec, which, with Sir 
William MacDonald, he helped to 
found. Somewhere about this time, 
too, he conducted a national cam- 
paign in the interests of better seed 
for grain crops. Then he became 
chairman of the Canadian Conserva- 
tion Commission and later chairman 
of the Royal Commission on Tech- 
nical Education, a body whose activ- 
ities paved the way for Canada’s 
technical school sytem of today. 
Many other useful activities were 
also his in the course of his career. 
|e founded the Victorian Order of 
| Nurses, had much to do with making 
the Canadian Red Cross the vigorous 


| for 11 years, and up to the time of 
| his death, he was chief commissioner 
of the Boy Scout movement in Can- 
ada. 

Dr. J. W. Robertson was a genius, 
with that industry and passion that 
makes genius doubly effective, and 
with these qualities was a public- 
spiritedness that made him a servant 
and benefactor extraordinary of his 
| adopted country and his time.—Re- 
gina Leader.

Favors Greenland For Aeria! Route 


Would Make Atlantic Flying Safer 
Says Rumanian Meteorologist 


An aerial route between North 
America and Europe must go by way 
of Greenland to embody a proper de- 
gree of safety in the opinion of Dr. 
Constantine Dumbrave, Rumanian 
meteorologist, who has just complet- 
ed two years in the north investigat- 
ing aviation possibilities. 

Dr. Dumbrave said he favored a 
plan for the establishment of land- 
ing flelds and meteorological stations 
every 500 miles between Ottawa and 
Iceland. The first landing field and 
station he proposed to estabilsh at 
Hudson Bay; the second at Hudson 
Straits; others on the west coast of 
Greenland, at Iceland, and possibly 
at the Faroe Islands. From the lat- 
ter islands, he believes, planes would 
have little difficulty making straight- 
line flights to the British Isles and 
then to the European mainland. 

Dr. Dumbrave expects to return to 
the Arctic again this year for fur- 
ther observations. He estimates $1,- 
000,000 would be required to estab- 
lish the route and officials of the 
National Defence Department let it 
be known they considered the pro- 
ject feasible.
